On the night of the 21st of November three men came into my bedroom while I was 
sleeping ; one of them had a gun, and said he would blow my brains out if I did not tell 
where my father’s gun was ; another of the men lighted a candle, and the three searched 
the room, and the man with the gun stood near my bed for some minutes, perhaps two 
minutes. I had an opportunity of seeing him during that time. The man now before 
me, who calls himself Thomas Clibborne, is the man who had the gun on that night and 
stood near my bed. I was standing in the back hall of the barrack to-day and saw the 
prisoner in the kitchen by the fire. I cannot swear that he has the same coat on now 
that he wore then. I never saw the prisoner before the 21st November to know him, 
The noise of the men coming into the kitchen awoke me ; the men came into my room in 
a minute or two after.

that they did not come to injure us. When I lived at Adams’ public-house, in Tulla- 
more, some time ago, I saw one of these men in that house ; he was a tall young man, 
middling slight, long-featured, slightly hooked nose, rather pale ; wore a grey frieze coat, 
and a brown, round slouched hat. Another of them wore a grey frieze coat and an old 
brown hat ; he was low-sized, and had high jawbones and fresh colour ; I never saw him

It was the same night the 
people" went to Mr. Richardson’s house ; it was about 8 o’clock in the evening, and it was 
moonlight. On the road leading from Screggan to Mount Bolus I overtook two men 
going in the direction of Mount Bolus, and four men in a few minutes afterwards, liie 
two first men asked me did I hear if there was a spree at Richardson’s? I said 1 did not, 
nor did I know of it. I left home at 8 o’clock, and live within 40 perches ot his house, 
and I was working there the day before, and did not hear a word of it. These men said 
nothing more, but passed on in the direction of Richardson’s. I did not know them ; one 
wore a round hat. „ ,, . . , . , 

And said informant binds herself to attend at Tullamore Assizes, to prosecute the said 
offenders for the said offence, or otherwise to forfeit to the Crown the sum of 10 1.
